Streams remained high after flooding a few days earlier. A warm front spread overrunning rain of around 1/2 inches ending 0700 the 20th. A wave of low pressure 
running NE along a cold front produced an additional 1.5 inches of rain ending 0700 the 21st above Towanda, NY. Temperatures from noon the 18th to early the 21st 
totaled over 40 degree days during that period. No Ice effects occurred.
